Belize, British Honduras, April 27, 1900. 
Sir : I have the honor to report the health conditions at this port 
entirely satisfactory. As you see from the inclosed report of the 
registrar-general, there were only 4 deaths during the week. I have 
this day inspected the steamship Managua, Gait, for Mobile; 17 in 
crew ; no passengers, but 1 man taken on as a common seaman ; 1 trunk 
fumigated. Also inspected the steamship Stillwater, Gait, for New 
Orleans ; 31 in crew ; 18 passengers, 14 in transit and 4 taken on here ; 
12 pieces of baggage disinfected.
